privateers  of  tiie  ijonlederaie?,  who,  if  we  uad  a  oomp*-' 
tent  Sa -r-'tary  ol  tha  Navy ,  sb  nid  l-^ng  eie  this  not  havf 
bad  a  single  port  either  on  the  A'lantic  or  tlie  Uuli.  Ca^ 
aoybody  doubt  tbat,  with  an  edicieoi  nav?  unutr 
such  men  as  Farrajjut,  Dupuut,  Kigera  and  Por- 
ter, we  could  nut  have  taken  Cbarie^t'ia,  Mobile, 
ijavanuab  aud  Wilmiugtou  within  six  mouths  afiar 
tbe  war  began.  But  Mr.  Wella,uotwiih5taadiug  tbe  iia- 
menie  resuurcea  plHcei  at  hi?  disposal,  gave  to  the  rebels 
all  tha  lime  Ibey  could  possibly  desire  to  make  Ihoas 
ports  tha  siroughoids  they  now  are.  The  {act  is,  tha 
present  administration  did  not  know  how  lo  preservs 
peace,  aor  does  it  kaow  bow  to  c  nqiier  it,  BotwiiBstaDd- 
iDg  the  mauy  victories  gained  on  laud  and  sea  by  our 
gallant  navy  and  army  We  bave  been  told  over  and 
over  again  tbat  the  cebellloa  was  od  its  last  legs,  tbat  lbs 
people  ef  the  Scuib  are  tired  of  the  war,  tbat  their 
armies  are  demurali/,ed  aod  ou  the  point  ol  diaperslDg. 
Are  we  lor  all  this  auy  nearer  to  an  honorable  peaca 
within  the  Uaiou  tbau  we  werg  three  years  ago  i'  Has 
the  aaministration  tried  to  profit  by  the  biood-staiaed 
laurels  uf  McClellan  attar  the  battle  01  Antietaiu— (Irs- 
meudous'  cheers) — of  Grant  when  be  took  Vicksburg-« 
(cieers).-»'f  Farraeiit  when  he  took  New  Orleans— (re- 
newed Cheers-) — and  pacei  Jluhiio  at  our  mercy— 
(cheers)— of  Shermab's  glorious  capture  of  Atlanta— 
(loud  cheers)--of  Meade's  overwhelming  vic';.ory  atGetlyi> 
burg'/  (Applause.)  No  attempt  at  negotiation,  no  prober 
fit  au  honorable  settlement,  which,  even  i;  under  ills 
military  terrorism  or  Jeil  Davis,  it  sh  mid  not  have  led 
lo  immediate  peace,  would  at  least  have  strengthened 
tue  Linion  party  at  IbeSuuth  and  given  them  power,  with 
the  aid  of  tbe  strong  arm  of  the  federal  forces,  to  fres 
iheiiiaelvea  of  their  tyrauaicai  leaders.  And  tinis,  gen- 
tlemeu,  is  the  unly  way  in  whii  h  we  can  ever  hope  to 
restore  the  Uutou  aud  orlng  peace  and  prospeiity  to  ouf 
common  cuuatry.  Give  to  tbs  .-siutn  the  choice  between

giance under  the  llui<n.  ijui  who  can  doubt  that  tbs 
South  'Aiil  light  .  to  the  last  extremity  it  the 
fatal  policy  &  cooU.scatioa  and  forcihio  emanci- 
patlun  is  to  he  persisted  in;  •»nd  that  Is  the 
policy  to  which  Sir.  Lincoln'  and  bis  party  ■■•rt 
pledged,  should  they  be  able  to  keep  themseifes  In  power. 
thus  the  war  is  to  become  a  war  of  subjugation  or  es* 
termiDaiion;  and  do  you  know  what  It  means  to'conqueii 
and  subjugate  a  people  of- six  miill>  ns  of  freemeur  II 
tooit  the  ablest  generals  of  republican  France  more  thaa 
loo  years  belore  they  could  subjugate  tbe  small  depart- 
ment of  the  Veode,  wbich  was  only  hnally  paciBed  by 
the  great  Napoleon  himself.  Ibe  whole  power  of  Russia, 
witb  its  culoEsal  military  despotism,  was  nearly  half  a 
century  belore  conquering  the  small  province  of  Circassia. 
Poland  and  Hungary  were  uot  subjugated  by  the  sword 
of  Kussia  aud  Austria  alone,  but  tardy  cooccssins  had 
to  assist  in  tbeir  paciUcations.  (Applauses)  Looic  at 
what  we  bave  achieved  ourselves  m  three  and  a  bolt 
years  with  a  s^icriuce  of  nearly  four  hundred  thousand 
men,  and  tbe  accumulution  of  a  national  debt  of 
$2,000,000,000.  Our  army  and  navy  bave  earned  im- 
mortal glory  and  the  lasting  gratitude  of  tbeir  country- 
man  by  their  devotion  and  heroism,  and  yet  th  ugh  irt 
hold  the  Mississippi  and' several  important  points  on  tiic 
Atlantic  and  the  bulf,  we  are  tar  irum  baving  tbe  coa' 
q,uest  of  the  south  within  oar  grasp.  The  lion  beartel^ 
Grant,  wboae  heroic  bravery  is  only  equalled  by  hir 
stubborn  tenacity,  has,  witb  tbe  large^it  and  best  army 
ever  placed  under  one  man  on  this  continent,  and  with 
tbe  power  and  researce  of  a  patriotic  people  to  back  bim, 
not  yet  taken  Richmond  after  six  months  and  the  sacri- 
fice of  over  one  hundred  thousand  of  oar  best  troops. 
Can  any  one  after  all  these  bearlreuding  experiencts 
have  any  doubt  as  to  tbe  fearful  calamities  io  store  for 
us  if  Ur.  Lincoln  shoald  succeed  in  baying  himself  re- 
elected—a  war  to  the  knifebetween  tbe  two  sections  until 
tbe  weaker  ia  exteruiinated,  and  tbe  other  left  in  tbs 
agonies  of  eMha-aatlub;  a  whole  generation  swept  away;  • 
national  debt  i.ccumulated  such  as  no  people  has 
ever  been  bnrdeued  with.

ilollitrs.  Xiie  ioterest  on  Ibis  at  six  per  cent  per  aaoum 
would  be  tour  hundred  and  twenty  million  dollars  a  yeai 
In  sold,  or  at  tlia  present  price  of  gold,  and  who  caa 
bops  that,  witb  aucb  a  war  apd  tbe  flaaacial  poticy  ot 
the  present  admlnistratloQ, 'the  price  of  gold  will  nut  go 
twice  SB  nigb.  Tbis  would  be  an  annual  interest  of  oca 
thousand  millions  dollara  to  pay  on  our  debt.  No  coun- 
try :a  the  world  can  bear  sucb  a  burden  without  either
